Fire this morning destroy*ed the 
beautiful country home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Joe Fallow, located about two 
and a half miles northwest of Milroy. 
The fire originated in the upper story 
from a burning gas jet. 
The 
loss 
will not amount to more than four 
thousand dollars with two thousand 
dollars insurance. 
Mr. and Mrs. Farlow hare been at 
Lake Wawasee in the northern part 
of this State for several days on a 
summer outing and 
their 
son, Dr. 
Mert Farlow and wife, who reside 
with his parents, wTere in charge of 
the home during the absence of Mr. 
and Mrs, Farlow. 
The fire was well 
under way when discovered and all 
efforts to save the home were fruit­ 
less. 
It Is likely that the blaze would 
have obtained a much better 
start 
had it not been for the fact that Dr. 
Farlow happened to notice the smoke 
issuing from an upper window while 
lie was out at the barn this morning 
about nine o’clock. He rushed to the 
house and called for the assistance 
of neighbors. 
With the aid of sev­ 
eral farmers most of the household 
furniture, valued at one 
thousand 
dollars, was saved. 
All efforts to 
save the beautiful home were useless. 
A grainery standing near the house 
also caught fire. 
There were about 
four hundred bushels of wheat in 
the building, but little of it was burn­ 
ed due to the heroic efforts of neigh­ 
bors. 
Most of the wheat was shov­ 
eled out of the “building before fire 
destroyed it. 
It is believed that the blaze origin­ 
ated in an upstairs room from a gas 
jet as the smoke first came from that 
part of the house. 
Dr. Farlow said 
that he believed that a lace curtain 
had blown into the burning gas jet 
and had been ignited. 
Tile Farlow home w«rs possibly the 
most pretentious country residence 
iii Anderson township and one of the 
best in the county. 
The two thous­ 
and dollars insurance will serve to 
cover a part of the loss. Mr. Fallow 
is a wealthv farmer.

W illium F. Pemberton of 
Orange 
township bas been declared insane 
by a lunacy commission and will be 
committed to the southern Indiana 
hospital for the insane at Madison. 
The papers were filed by the commis­ 
sion, composed of Dr. C. S. Hoagland, 
of Milroy, Dr. John D. Green of Ma­ 
nilla and Squire James 
Smart of 
Manilla, in the clerk’s office today. 
The testimony given at the inquest, 
as shown by the papers, was to the 
effect that Pemberton imagined that 
lie would be killed at any time and 
that he threatened to kill the attend­ 
ing physician many times. 
It was 
further set forth that Pemberton was 
run over and badly injured by a milk 
wagon six years ago. It was testified 
by witnesses that Pemberton’s failing 
mind began to show August 23, a 
short time after he had run into a 
clothesline and had been sq serious­ 
ly injured that be was unconscious 
for several hours. 
It has required 
five men to keep him at home for the 
ast few davs.

It affords many children, as 
well as older people, the advantages 
of excellent reading w'liidb they can 
pot have in their home and which 
they would not otherwise have. 
It 
provides an ideal place for hours of 
enjoyment with books, popular mag­ 
azines and 
newspapers Tip to 
the 
minute. 
The rest rooms and reading rooms 
are visited by h u n d re d s of 
people 
every week. 
Miss Mary Sleeth, li­ 
brarian, says that it is astonishing 
the number of people which take ad­ 
vantage of these two public places. 
On big days in Rushville, such as 
Saturdays, fair weelc, circus days, or 
any day of similar nature, she says 
that the rest 
rooms are 
actually 
crowded. 
Many country people eat 
their lunches there while others only 
stop in for a few minutes for rest. 
The rest rooms have proved to be 
a boon for mothers with infants. It 
is the only place in the city where a 
mother can 
repair with 
her child 
while in the city for the day. Many 
other people waiting for trains and 
traction cars take advantage of the 
rest rooms and reading ro o m s 
a s 
well. 
Even more popular have been the 
reading rooms. Miss Sleeth declares 
that there are a number of regular 
patrons of the reading 
room who 
come there for a few* hours of en­ 
joyment every week. 
She says that 
she has noticed especially the inter­ 
est which has been started among the 
younger people and liigb school stu­ 
dents of the city. Many of them can 
mf 
*/ 
jaot w*ait until the month’s popular 
magazines appear so that* they may 
continue some 
story or article of 
value. 
There is opportunity for the 
best reading 
only* in the 
library. 
Country 
people 
especially, . Miss 
Sleeth has noted, are becoming inter­ 
ested iii magazine and book reading. 
There has been a noticeable re­ 
vival of Dickens since the chautau­ 
qua. according to Miss Sleeth.

Fcrmer Grocer is Called by Death 


After Several Years of Failing 


Health— Funeral Thursday. 


After an illness extending bgek 
only one week, James Geraghty, Sr., 
a native of Ireland and long a mer­ 
chant and resident of this city, died 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Joe 
Demmer, in West Third street, last 
night at 
eleven-thirty 
o’clock 
of 
euraemic poisoning. 
For 
three or 
four days little hope had been held 
out for his recovery and all of his 
nine children who survive were sum­ 
moned to his bedside from all parts 
of the United States. 
All but three 
of them arrived before his demise 
came. 
Mr. Geraghty had been in failing 
health for several years, dating back 
to the time of the death of his wife, 
which oecrred oh the thirteenth of 
August, 1908. 
He had been unable 
to do anything 
during that 
time. 
Euraemic poisoning developed about 
a w*eek ago and he soon became so 
seriously ill that no hopes w*ere en- 
ertained for his revovery. 
Mr. Geraghty fell from the porch 
while dozing 
one day 
about two 
years ago and. dislocated one of bis 
shoulder blades. 
Ile was in failing 
health at that 
time, 
but it is not 
thought that that injury had any­ 
thing to do with his present illness, 
although it may have serve<hto weak­ 
en his physical condition and hasten 
the end. 
Mr. Geraghty was born in Belmul- 
let. County Mayo, Ireland, in 1838, 
and would have been seventy-three 
years old this coming November. He 
was born in the same county as his 
wife and married lier in the land of 
his birth. 
Mr. Geraghty had lived 
here for fortyvsix years, coming to 
this city shortly after landing in this 
country from Ireland. 
He was a 
grocer in the A. L. Stewart 
room, 
now* occupied by the American Print­ 
ing Company, in First street, for a 
number of years. After retiring from 
that business, he, together with his 
brother, Thomas Geraghty, formed a: 
partnership and acted as contractors 
when many of Rushville’* 
streets 
were being built. 
They assisted in 
building many* of the present streets 
of the city. For several y£ars lie has 
been unable to do anything. 
There were ten children born 
to 
Mr. and Mrs, Geraghty, nine of whom 
survive. There are four boys as fol­ 
lows: Tom J. Geraghty of New York 
City*. Lawrence Geragbtv of Hay­ 
ward. Wisconsin, Anthony Geraghty 
of Elkhart, Ind., and James Geraghty 
of Indianapolis. 
The five girls are, 
Mrs. Ed Schriehte and 
Mrs. Sallie 
Douglas of Indianapolis. Mrs. Denny 
Ry*an of Perkins street. M rs. Jacob 
Roth of West Fourth street and Mrs. 
Joe Demmer of West 
Third street. 
Aside from his children he is sur­ 
vived by two sisters:

theory of some scientists is eovrect 
that the reduction of forests areas 
has caused general 
rainfall 
to de­ 
cline, pub lic water supplies will prove 
inadequate. 
Prof. Willis Moore, chief of the 
weather b ureau, threw a worrisome 
b omb shell into the camp of the con- 
ervationists when he said that for­ 
est cutting is not merely not affecting 
general rainfall, b ut he minimizes its 
alleged tendency to create freshets in 
spring, with corresponding small run 
of water in summer. 
His statement as respects freshets 
was less significant than it was gen­ 
erally regarded at the time. 
Prof. 
Moore took the ground that soil un­ 
der agricultural cultivation may re ­ 
tain w ater just as well as soil sup­ 
porting aw ancient tree growth. 
He 
produced figures from the 
valley of 
the Sfcine covering several centuries, 
tending to support his view that de­ 
forestation did not have^hese unfa­ 
vorab le results.

The condition in the Seine valley, 
one of the garden spots of the world, 
are however, different from those in 
recent years, that in spring the tim­ 
b er is removed.

“He was sitting 
on the porch, drinking a bottle of beer. 
I told him things looked black and I 
was sorry for him.” 
“ ‘I wish to God I had not done it, 
Paul,’ he said, ‘though I know' she 
never loved me, and, she m arried me 
only for my money. I d give a million 
dollars to have this thing undone. 
I 
wonder how those detectives found out 
that there was No. 6 shot in that 
gun.’ ” 
v 
Henry Clay Beattie had been listen 
Jng to the previous preliminary testi- 
m5n£ gf his <jpusin with the flicker of 
ft tolerant fcftiile about the cottiers of 
his mouth. 
When this speech Vas 
given his eyelids suddenly rose so 
that all the white showed, his fingers 
burled and the nails bit into the palms 
of his hands. 
The youth let his jaw 
drop slowly and his shoulders sloped 
suddenly, as lf with fatigue. 
Behind 
him his father, in a daze, let his eyes 
wander blankly for an instant from 
the back of the witness to the near 
shape of his son’s head. That recalled 
him. 
He slipped his arm about the 
prisoner’s shoulder and his lips tig h t­ 
ened in pain. 
It was evident that neither the boy’s 
father nor his lawyers had expected 
anything like this straight from the 
lips of Paul.

STORM DAMAGE 
UP iii MILLIONS 


Details o! East Coast Gale 


Coming 


CHARLESTON WAS HARD HU 


Property Less Is Very Large, the E s­ 


timates Ranging All the W a y From 


One to Two and a Half Millions— 


While Much Less of Life Is Report­ 


ed, the W orst Details Are Yet to 


Come From Islands. 


Charleston, S. C., Aug. 29.—A.s to 
the loss of life in the storm which 
swept the coast Sunday and Monday, 
many wold rumors are afloat, but with 
the practical disorganization of wire 
service, it is impossible to verify them. 
The property loss is very large, esti­ 
mates ranging all the way from $1,- 
000,000 to $2,500,1)00. 
Telegraph and 
telephone service is completely demor­ 
alized, the electric light and power 
system is out of commission. Masses 
of wreckage cover the streets and the 
business of the city is paralyzed. 
_ The wind reached a velocity of nine­ 
ty-four miles an hour, with the result 
that 
scores 
of houses jhave 
been 
w'recked. Shipping has suffered great­ 
ly, many large schooners having been 
blown ashore. 
The lower sections of 
the city were entirely inundated for 
the period of eighteen hours, caused 
by the high tide blown in by the wind. 
The train service to and from the city 
is demoralized on account of the 
tracks having been washed away. The 
tide wras over eight feet during the 
storm, three feet short of the record 
of 1S93. 
Greaf damage Is feared for the rice 
and sea island cotton industries. 
The 
fertilizer mills were also badly dam­ 
aged. 
All of the mills lost their 
smokestacks, w ater towers and some 
of their roofing. In the city the dam­ 
age is large in the unroofing of houses, 
toppling over of chimneys, etc. 
Sev­ 
eral lives were lost in the wreckage. 
Tile storm seemed to have centered 
over Charleston and neighborhood. It 
is feared that the greatest loss of life 
has occurred on the coast islands, but 
it will be days 
before details are 
know'ii.

ARE STILL LACKING 


William Les Has Added No th in g 


to Goniession. 


J effersonville, Ind., Aug. 29.—Sub­ 
ject to the orders of the W arrick cir- 
cuit court, W illia m Lee, who has con­ 
fessed he m urdered his fa ther, mot:;or 
and 
brother at B oonville Thursday 
night, is in a solita ry cell a t the sta te 
reform a tory. 
In signed confessions and supple­ 
m enta ry sta tem ents he ha s adm itted 
tha t he killed his pa rents and brother, 
but he ha s not yet told the deta ils of 
the tra gedy. 
Beyond a sserting that 
he fea red his fa ther would kill him 
he ha s offered no rea son for his crime. 
A uthorities at the reform a tory expect 
him to break down and tell more of 
the crim e a t a ny tim e. 
H e ha s not 
given out a ny further confession since 
he said he believed his pa rents intend 
ed killing him and “ I thought 1 would 
bea t the old man to it.”
